Hr was route»! badly on Long Island, he was chased 
north from Manhattan, he was pursued all across New 
Jersey, lie failed to stop the British before Philadelphia, 
and he failed to cut them off when they moved back to 
New York. 
Truly, if the mere number of victories were any criter­ 
ion, Washington was a very poor general. 
Yet he occupies high rank as a m ilitary man; and hi* 
career reminds one of what often is said of the Briti h 
army in other wars— that it has a habit of losing every 
battle except the last one. 
That was what Washington did. 
He lost tight aftm 
f.ght, but he never gave up, and he v* on the last one 
which counted more than all the others put together.
